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INTRODUCTION. 


The  661  births  recorded  in  this  Borough  during  the  year  1947  is  the 
highest  since  the  year  1921  and  is  almost  double  the  lowest  figure  recorded 
during  these  twenty-five  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  495.  The  excess  ot  births  over  deaths 
for  the  year,  therefore,  was  163. 

The  relation  of  births  to  deaths  between  the  years  1929  and  1941 
showed  a fall  in  the  population  of  approximately  1,000  persons.  The  figures 
for  the  past  six  years,  however,  show  a gain  of  639  persons,  thereby  indica- 
ting that  the  population  of  the  Borough  is  once  more  on  the  upward  trend, 
the  latest  estimated  figure  being  31,030,  compared  with  28,780  in  1943. 

It  can  thus  be  assumed  that  with  continued  employment  and 
improving  social  conditions  there  will  be  for  years  to  come  the  urgent  need 
for  additional  homes  to  accommodate  the  increasing  size  and  number  of 
families.  In  reviewing  the  need  for  houses,  factors  other  than  the  increase 
of  births  must  be  considered,  and  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that,  as  is  shown 
by  the  ever  improving  sickness  statistics,  more  infants  now  survive  the  first 
hazardous  twelve  months  of  their  lives,  fewer  children  die  before  reaching 
adolescence,  and  more  adults  live  longer.  Furthermore,  the  age  of  the 
majority  of  the  present  houses  is  such  that  their  period  of  usefulness  is 
diminishing  along  the  ever  growing  need  of  the  increasing  population. 

Impoverishment  exists  today  in  parts  of  the  town  in  as  great  a 
degree  as  was  present  in  the  Charles  Street  quarter  prior  to  its  being  blotted 
out  during  the  slum  clearance  period.  The  slum  dweller  of  today  is  not  con- 
tent to  remain  a slum  dweller,  as  he  would  not  so  many  years  ago.  He  has 
had  the  advantage  over  his  father  in  being  better  cared  for  as  an  infant, 
educated  in  more  hygienic  school  buildings,  and  working  in  healthier 
surroundings.  When  he  returns  home  at  the  end  of  the  day  he  thus  becomes 
discontented  with  his  home  environment.  He  expects  to  play  in  a wide  open 
space  instead  of  in  a street,  he  later  expects  a bath  in  his  house,  and  room 
to  move  in  bed,  etc. 

This  change  of  attitude  has  come  about  by  better  education  and  the 
desire  for  a life  having  greater  facilities  for  leisure. 

Progress  towards  this  healthier  existence  is  moving  at  a more  rapid 
pace  due  to  the  advance  in  medical  science  in  the  prevention  and  treatment 
of  disease,  but  the  black  spots  of  the  overcrowded  unhygienic  homes  remain 
to  form  cells  in  which  many  of  the  evils  of  the  middle  ages  still  exist  as  a 
barrier  to  further  improvement. 

In  the  eradication  of  Tuberculosis  there  is  no  better  weapon  than 
better  living  conditions,  and  this  disease  is  only  one  example  of  the  result  of 
lowered  resistance  of  the  body  to  an  infection  which  lurks  in  the  air-starved, 
sunless,  overcrowded  room. 

Any  health  service,  national  or  otherwise,  cannoc  bear  good  fruit 
without  the  co-operation  of  the  citizen  in  following  the  laws  of  nature,  in 
particular  in  his  mode  of  living.  As  he  is  perforce  compelled  to  live  in  con- 
gested towns  his  needs  of  light,  air,  rest  and  suitable  food  play  a major  part  in 
his  output  of  usefulness  to  the  State,  and  in  the  pleasure  he  attains  by  doing 
his  share  in  the  race  for  survival. 

The  services  available  to  the  townspeople  of  Hyde  have  been  of  a 
high  quality  for  many  years,  and  that  they  are  what  they  are  is  a reflection 
on  the  far  sightedness  of  the  representatives  of  the  people.  With  the  advent 
of  the  new  measures  of  control,  wherein  much  local  enthusiasm  will  be 
replaced  by  a system  whereby  the  sick  individual  largely  becomes  a number 
on  an  index  card,  there  is  bound  to  be  a period  of  bewilderment  and  doubt 
when  we  enter  the  maze.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  we  do  eventually  find 
the  outlet  there  will  be  the  ample  freedom  in  space  in  which  to  breathe  and 
rest,  in  order  to  provide  an  opportunity  to  judge  the  wisdom  of  the 
adventure.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  number  of  admissions  of  cases  suffering  from  General  Fevers 
was  230.  The  number  of  new  Tubercular  cases  admitted  was  75,  and 
for  this  type  of  case  the  accommodation  has  been  fully  occupied. 
The  total  new  admissions  was  therefore  305  cases  of  all  types. 

The  presence  of  Poliomyelitis  to  a greater  degree  in  this  country 
than  before  is  reflected  in  the  13  cases  treated  in  this  hospital.  Cases 
occurring  in  Hyde  itself  accounted  for  two  of  the  total. 

Details  of  cases  and  the  districts  served  are  given  in  Tables  2 
and  3.

Smallpox  and  Typhus : 

The  Corporation  owns  a Hospital  of  40  beds  for  Smallpox  and 
Typhus,  21  of  which  are  retained  by  Authorities  other  than  Hyde. 
The  total  population  served  exceeds  400,000. 

Maternity. 

(a)  For  normal  cases  of  pregnancy  the  Council  have  provided 
the  Aspland  Maternity  Home,  having  a normal  accommodation  of 
11  beds.  Details  of  admissions  are  given  in  Tables  9 and  10.  This 
Institution  is  totally  inadequate  to  cope  with  the  number  af  appli- 
cants who  desire  accommodation  and  it  became  necessary  to  reserve 
the  beds  for  residents  of  Hyde  to  the  exclusion  of  residents  from 
other  areas. 

Complicated  Pregnancy. 

By  arrangement  any  case  who,  upon  the  advice  of  her  own 
practitioner,  or  sent  from  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  the  opinion  of 
an  obstetrician  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  may  be  admitted  for  her 
confinement  to  take  place  there  if  such  a course  is  deemed  necessary ^ 

The  cost  to  the  Corporation  is  at  the  rate  of  £5  5s.  Od.  per 
week,  towards  which  the  patient  must  contribute  an  amount  which 
is  assessed  according  to  the  family  income. 

The  number  admitted  to  Hospital  under  this  arrangement 
was  35. 

In  the  case  of  sudden  emergency  arising  during  difficult  confine- 
ments of  cases  in  their  own  homes  or  in  the  Aspland  Maternity 
Home,  an  emergency  team  from  St.  Mary’s  proceeds  immediately 
to  the  patient  upon  request  by  the  attending  practitioner. 

The  cost  to  the  Corporation  is  £10  10s.  Od.  per  case. 

Two  such  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  confinement  who  develop  any  infectious  condition 
either  in  the  Maternity  Home  or  in  their  own  homes  are  admitted 
to  the  Borough  Hospital. 

No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 

Children. 

The  majority  of  children  are  sent  for  Hospital  treatment  to 
Ashton  Infirmary  and  the  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital, 
Pendlebury. 
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General  Hospitals. 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Manchester,  and  to  the  District  Infirmary  and  Children’s  Hospital, 
Ashton-u-Lyne.  Contributions  are  also  made  from  the  Mayor’s 
Hospital  Fund  to  the  General  Hospitals  of  the  district,  the  sum  in 
1947  being  £4,734,  and  from  the  Contributory  Fund  for  Free 
Hospital  Treatment,  £4,530. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General. 

Two  Full  Time  and  two  Part  Time  Nurses  are  employed  by 
the  Hyde  District  Nursing  Association.  The  Number  of 
visits  paid  to  372  cases  was  8,025. 

<b)  Midwives. 

The  District  Midwifery  service  in  the  Borough  is  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council.  Of  the  710  births  notified,  256  were 
attended  by  district  midwives  in  the  patients’  homes.  The  district 
midwives,  who  are  full-time  officers  on  the  staff'  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  are  four  in  number  for  this  Borough. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases  : 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  for  the  removal  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  and  are  garaged  at  the  Borough  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  so  conveyed  to  the  Hyde  Isolation 
Hospital  during  1947  was  230,  of  which  38  were  from  Hyde  itself. 

(b)  For  Non-infections  and  Accident  Cases. 

Four  ambulances  and  one  sitting-case  car  are  maintained  by  the 
Hyde  and  District  Joint  Ambulance  Committee  to  serve  the  combined 
districts  of  Hyde,  Denton,  Dukinfield,  Bredbury  and  Romiley  and 
Longdendale,  comprising  a population  approaching  100,000  persons. 

The  personnel  consists  of  one  Superintendent,  one  Driver- 
Mechanic,  seven  Drivers,  five  Attendants,  and  one  Clerk. 

The  number  of  cases  conveyed  was  9,757,  which  is  an  increase  of 
1,608  over  the  number  in  1946  and  the  mileage  covered  was  68,670.

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SECTION  11. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  supplied  by  the  Corporation  is  obtained  by  gravitation 
from  the  Manchester  Corporation,  the  Ashton  and  District  Water 
Board,  and  Hyde  Corporation  Water  Works,  (the  last  named  being 
used  solely  for  manufacturing  purposes.)  A large  proportion  of  the 
domestic  supply  has  to  be  pumped  locally  to  service  reservoirs  for 
distribution.  The  qualities  of  the  two  domestic  supplies  are  good, 
with  moderate  softness,  only  in  one  case  is  there  a disadvantage  of 
frequent  peaty  discolouration  and  both  supplies  are  treated  for  purity 
at  source.  The  local  supply  for  manufacturing  is  filtered  but  unfit 
for  drinking  purposes.  The  pumping  sets  are  electrically  driven  and 
are  of  a very  old  three  ram  type,  and  the  five  service  reservoirs  are 
of  old  stone  pitched  construction.  None  is  covered,  one  is  structur- 
ally defective  and  one  is  surrounded  by  a fringe  of  urban  development. 
The  daily  domestic  consumption  is  .57  million  gallons,  or  18.1  gallons 
per  head.  The  total  daily  consumption  is  .93  million  gallons,  or  29.8 
gallons  per  head.  The  water  is  supplied  through  58  miles  of  mains, 
many  of  which  are  old  and,  since  little  maintenance  was  carried  out 
during  the  war,  in  need  of  cleaning  or  renewal.  The  Water  Engineer 
has  prepared  and  the  Council  have  received  the  initial  sections  of  a 
comprehensive  report  on  essential  improvements  and  future  supplies. 

10,320  dwellings  in  the  Borough  are  adequately  supplied  by  the 
Corporation  with  a piped,  constant  supply  generally  of  good  quality. 
The  remaining  121  farms  and  dwellings  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town, 
most  of  which  became  part  of  the  Borough  in  1936,  have  their  own 
natural  sources  of  supply,  wells,  springs,  etc.,  which  cannot  be 
considered  altogether  satisfactory. 

Corporation  water  is  subject  to  bacteriological  examination 
every  3 months  and  to  chemical  analysis  annually,  samples  being 
taken  from  the  various  service  reservoirs.  14  samples  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  5 for  chemical  examination  were  taken 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 
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6 samples  each  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination 
were  taken  of  raw  water  supplying  small  groups  of  dwellings  on 
isolated  farms.  Three  bacteriological  and  one  chemical  sample  proved 
unsatisfactory,  but  of  these  one  bacteriological  and  one  chemical 
sample  was  of  a new  supply  which  it  was  proposed  to  use  if  suitable, 
but  which,  in  fact  has  never  been  used.  The  remaining  two  bacterio- 
logical samples  were  of  one  source  which  supplies  10  houses.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

In  November,  1943,  the  Borough  Council  became  responsible 
for  working  the  Bats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  as  agents 
for  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
being  appointed  Bodent  Officer  and  a rat  catcher  engaged. 


Following  a major  treatment  of  the  sewers  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  in  1944,  further  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  in 
1945,  1946  and  1947  at  intervals  of  six  months. 


During  1947,  two  additional  ratcatchers  were  engaged  to  make 
a survey  of  the  district  in  connection  with  the  “ Private  Dwellings” 
free  treatment  scheme.  Though  this  scheme  was  never  completed 
because  the  County  Council  were  unable  to  make  the  necessary 
delegations  of  legal  powers  in  time,  2,110  dwellings  and  369  other 
premises  were  inspected  during  the  year.  103  infestations  were 
discovered,  all  but  7 of  which  were  treated  by  the  Department,  the 
remainder  being  treated  by  the  occupiers  under  advice  from  the 
Department.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 

The  register  of  cow-keepers  at  the  close  of  the  year  contained 
47  names,  whilst  the  number  of  persons  on  the  register  of  milk  pur- 
veyors was  60  of  whom  12  retail  milk  in  the  Borough  from 
surrounding  districts. 

Seven  of  the  cow-keepers  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council  to 
produce  either  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Accredited  milk. 

By  provision  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936, 
one  producer’s  and  one  dealer’s  licence  were  granted  in  respect  of 
Pasteurised  Milk,  and  five  dealers’  and  two  bottling  licences  for 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  Two  Supplementary  licences  for  the  sale 
of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  also  granted. 

Tests  by  Inoculation  of  Guinea  Pigs  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Of  the  64  samples  of  Milk  submitted  to  examination,  2,  or 
3.12  per  cent  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  all  cases 
where  positive  results  were  obtained  the  appropriate  County  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health  was  notified,  the  offending  animal  traced,  if 
possible,  and  destroyed  in  accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
1925.  The  number  of  samples  submitted  was  low  because  the 
laboratory  could  not  accept  more.

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ICE  CREAM. 


There  are  on  the  register  6 manufacturers  and  20  vendors  of 
Ice  Cream,  of  whom,  however,  8 have  ceased  to  sell  Ice  Cream 
through  lack  of  supples. 

With  the  enactment  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regu- 
lations, 1947,  several  of  the  smaller  manufacturers  changed  over  to 
the  “cold  mix”  method  of  manufacture,  so  that  we  now  have  two 
manufacturers  using  the  “ hot  mix”  and  four  using  the  “ cold  mix.” 

During  the  year  73  samples  were  taken,  and  tested  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  test  and  also  for  the  presence  of  B.  Coli,  28  proving 
satisfactory  and  45  unsatisfactory.  Of  these,  30  unsatisfactory  and 
13  satisfactory  samples  were  of  Ice  Cream  manufactured  outside  the 
Borough. 

Chemical  analysis  was  also  made  of  five  samples,  the  contents 
ranging  from  7.71  per  cent  fat  and  24.09  per  cent  non-fatty  solids 
to  0.93  per  cent  fat  and  23.17  per  cent  non-fatty  solids. 

Meat  Inspection. 

No  regular  inspection  of  carcases  is  carried  out  in  the  Borough — that 
consumed  being  inspected  prior  to  entry  at  No.  2 Slaughter  House  in  Stock- 
port  by  inspectors  from  Hyde,  Marple,  Denton  and  Audenshaw.  The 
following  particulars  indicate  the  quantity  of  unsound  meat  condemned 
by  the  Hyde  sanitary  inspectors.

Additional  Duties. 

During'  the  year  the  Borough  Police  were  absorbed  by  the 
County  Council,  and  as  a result  some  duties  formerly  carried  out  bY 
the  police  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Department.  The 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  Inspector  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  and  also  for  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing) 
Acts,  and  the  Employment  of  Young  Persons. 

Under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  routine  visits  were  carried 
out  as  required. 

A survey  of  the  town  was  made  for  shops,  when  it  was  found 
that  there  are  637  shops  of  all  kinds.  Of  these,  however,  only  246 
employ  assistants  other  than  members  of  the  shopkeeper’s  family. 
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SECTION  III. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever  has  not  accounted  for  many  cases  in  recent  years, 
and  its  severity  is  much  reduced  than  was  the  case  ten  or  more  years 
ago.  The  infection,  therefore,  would  appear  to  be  meeting  greater 
resistance  in  the  human  body,  and  in  consequence  less  regard  is 
being  paid  to  it  as  a cause  of  severe  illness.  Few  cases  now  require 
admission  to  hospital  and  the  period  of  isolation  of  the  patient  can 
safely  be  reduced  by  one  half.  Its  comparative  disappearance  is  not 
directly  due  to  any  specific  new  discovery  of  medical  science,  but 
rather  must  it  be  assumed  that  better  hygienic  measures  generally 
can  be  ascribed  as  the  main  factor  in  its  slowly  diminishing  occur- 
ance.  Only  29  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  of  whom  16 
were  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  continued  diminution  of  Diphtheria  during  the  last  ten 
years  is,  however,  undoubtedly  due  to  the  action  of  the  State  in  the 
application  of  a specific  protective  measure,  commonly  known  by 
the  term  Immunisation,  whereby  each  human  body  can  be  given 
sufficient  resistance  to  protect  it  against  this  infection.  In  this  case 
the  diminished  number  of  cases  has  been  rapid  since  the  introduction 
of  immunisation  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  apply  such  measures  to 
each  new  child  born,  if  widespread  epidemics  are  to  be  abolished. 
A warning  against  apathy  in  regard  to  maintaining  the  continuation 
of  effort  must  be  given  to  all  parents  in  order  to  maintain  a high 
percentage  of  the  child  population  protected,  as  general  hygienic 
measures  will  only  play  a secondary  role  in  the  eradication  of  this 
disease.  For  the  first  time  on  record  no  single  case  of  the  disease 
has  been  reported  during  the  preceding  twelve  months.  No  deaths 
have  occurred  during  the  past  seven  years.  Immunisation  was 
instituted  in  the  year  1937  ahd  the  efficiency  of  this  measure  can 
be  judged  from  the  figures  quoted  in  table  8. 

Measles  notified  account  for  272  cases,  of  whom  4 died,  and  16 
oases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  reported.  The  year  under  review 
might  be  termed  a Measles  year  in  that  an  epidemic  occurred,  and 
in  the  case  of  both  these  infections,  further  epidemics  must  be 
expected.  In  the  case  of  Whooping  Cough,  protective  measures  of  a 
similar  nature  to  immunisation  are  beginning  to  impress  the  minds 
of  parents,  and  in  the  course  of  a few  years  when  the  beneficial 
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results  become  more  widely  known,  it  is  likely  that  this  infection, 
which  is  especially  dangerous  to  younger  children,  will  be  eradicated 
by  this  means.  Facilities  for  giving  protection  have  been  offered  at 
Clinics  in  the  Borough  since  1945  but  the  response  so  far  has  been 
slow,  principally  due  to  this  not  as  yet  being  a free  service.  With 
the  advent  of  a free  health  service  no  doubt  the  facilities  will  be 
accepted  in  greater  degree. 


The  widespread  occurence  in  this  country  of  Infantile  Paralysis 
during  1947  was  evident  in  this  district  as  is  shown  by  the  number 
treated  in  the  Borough  Hospital.  Only  two  cases  were  reported  in 
the  Borough  and  a further  two  children  of  Hyde  residents  were 
reported  whilst  living  temporarily  out  of  the  town.  The  degree  of 
paralysis  in  all  was  slight  in  comparison  to  many  admitted  to  the 
hospital  from  other  areas.  This  disease  has  so  far  defeated  the 
medical  scientists  in  rospect  to  its  prevention  and  satisfactory  cure, 
and  its  appearance  in  such  severity  during  1947  must  focus  the 
attention  of  all  members  of  the  community.  For  the  present 
general  hygiene  measures  must  be  relied  upon  as  the  only  effective 
measure  against  its  continued  appearance.

The  number  of  cases  during  the  preceding  twenty  years  has 
shown  a steady  decline  which  was  not  interrupted  during  the  war 
years,  and  the  present  day  trend  indicates  that  persons  affected  now 
amount  approximately  to  two-thirds  of  those  occurring  twenty 
years  ago. 

Treatment  for  patients  has  been  provided  as  in  previous  years , 
through  the  channels  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Tuberculosis 
Scheme. 
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No  immunised  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  in  the  Borough.

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SECTION  IV. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Of  the  710  births  notified  during  1947,  256  were  born  in 
dwelling  houses,  251  in  the  Maternity  Home,  and  207  in  Hospitals. 
Of  these  4 were  non-residents  of  Hyde  confined  in  the  Maternity 
Home. 

No  mother  died  from  causes  due  to  childbirth. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  was  33  from  causes  as  are  given 
in  Table  11,  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  49.9  per  1,000  births. 

Attendances  at  the  Clinics  have  been  well  maintained  and  the 
visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  approximate  the  usual  average. 

Premature  Infants. 

39  such  cases  were  born  to  Hyde  residents,  13  of  these  were 
born  at  home  and  26  in  Hospitals-  Of  those  born  at  home  6 were 
admitted  to  hospital. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

29  such  babies  were  born.  The  majority  are  born  in  Hospitals 
and  adoptions  are  arranged  through  Adoption  Societies.  For  those 
born  in  the  district  efforts  are  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  arrange 
for  the  adoption  and  in  all  cases  where  a child  is  being  adopted  by 
a Hyde  resident  the  home  circumstances  are  scrutinised  prior  to  the 
adoption  being  completed. 

Home  Helps. 

Were  provided  in  9 cases,  of  these  4 were  charged  full  fee,  4 at 
reduced  fees  and  1 free  of  cost.
